"War Terms Made Understandable. 
As war an;l war materials are now engrossing 
public attention, tc the exclusion of both polities 
and business, some information relative to new 
term's occurring so frequently in connection with 
these subjects, will be interesting to those who see 
them used without fully understanding them. All 
the ordnance for the United States service is made 
at private loundcries. and afterwards inspected anil 
proved by officers of the ordnance detailed for 
that purpose. The founderies where most of our 
cannon are made, are the following : The West- 
Point Foundry, near Cold Spring, N. Y. ; Port 
Pitt, near Pittsburgh j Tredegar, near Richmond, 
Va. ; Algcrs, near Boston, and tho Ames Foun- 
der}-, near Chicopce, Mass. '1 he last two furnish 
the bronze cannon, and the Others tho iron. By 
the term arti Icry is meant all fire-aruia of larLie 
caliber, together with the machines and imple- 
ments used with them. In the United States ser- 
vice the artillery corps is intrusted with tho use of 
the arms and munitions, ami the ordinaire corps 
with their construction and preservation. The 
term ordnance is applied to the guns themselves, 
and in our service the ordnance is divided into 
gnus, howitzers, and mortars. 

A mortar is a slioit cannon, bell-shaped, and is 
used principally for throwing shells tilled with ex- 
plosive materials for crushing and destroying 
buildings iii sieges. They were used in Europe 
four centuries ago, but their destructive powers 
have acquired such terrific energy fro r modern 
improvements that tho bombardment of a city, or 
shelling it, is perhaps the mo-t horrible fate to 
which 'it can be subjected. The bursting of a 
single shell spreads Invito and death among nil 
near whom it may explode. It was these terrible 
missives which wrought the complete destruction 
of the quarters in Fort Sumter. Qpl. Anderson's 
extreme care of his men on that occasion alone 
saved them from death, by keeping lookouts to 
give warning of the approach of shot or shell, and 
requiring hii brave men tu take shelter within the 
bomb-proof portions of tho fort. Shells were 
rained down upon Sevastopol in such awful 
showers that the Russian commander wrote to 

the Kmpcror that it was the "tire of hell itself." 
The shell is supplied with a fuse, which takes fire 
when the mortar is exploded, and reaches the 



An embrasure is the' small opening in the wall 
of a fort through which the guns project — the 
same as tho port-hole of a ship. Loop-holes are 
small openings through which musketry is fired. 

A casemate is the stone roof under which stands 
the gun, the roof being proof against shot and 
shell. The gun so protected is called a casemate 
gun. But barbette guns are those which are placed 
on the top of a fort, without any roof or other 
protection. 

Tho highest engineering talent, b"fh in Europe 
and in this country, has been devoted to the con- 
struction of improved ordnance. Science and 
mechanical ingenuity, combined with millions of 
money, have been devoted to the business of dis- 
covering and remedying the defects of these death- 
dealing engines, as well as of inventing oth rs 
mote destructive. The French have rendered the 
rifle ten times as deadly as formerly, while the 
English, in the Armstrong gnu, seem to have 
rendered the cannon as true a marksman as tho 
rifle. Up to this time, experience has d monstra- 
ted that there are insuperable obstacles to the for- 
mation of cast-iron gnus of more than ten-inch 
Caliber. Beyond that, so many defects are liable 
to occur in tiie casting, it is not considered safe to 
go, though with mortars the caliber has been ex- 
tended to 13 inches. As all attempts to make 
castings larger than this have failed, attention has 
been turned to wrought iron, with the hope of in- 
creasing the caliber. Yet the use of wrought iron 
has been proved to be almost as dangerous as that 
of cast iron. It is liable to many destructive casu- 
alties, even after perfect' iveldirifl. has been secured. 
The huge wroughl-iron gun which burst on board 
the Princeton in 1843, was proved to have parted 
with one-third of the original strength of the iron 
by the intenso heat usod in forging it. Wrought- 
iron guns of large caliber must be built up ol - 
arale pieces, and only a small amount of heat 
welding.

Whenever ', is urged that come, minis- 
terial scheme s'.ouM be speed ly a op ed to 
open a channel f , r imniigri'ttidtlj the ques- 
tion is put where is llie money to rome from 
to carry il out ? Wo at once admit that so 
far as this Colo;iy i.s concerned our popula- 
tion ia so small, nnd consequently tiur reve- 
nue so diminutive thai were we lo devole 
our whole revenue to promote immigration 
it would ho entirely inadequate lo our wants. 
Even British Columbia is not ill a much 
better position. Though her revenue may 
bo double that of purs, the increasing de- 
mand for road appropriations eats np the lion from 
surplus after the payment iif the civil list 
and contingencies. We have no doubt, 
however, that the two Colonies could with- 
out any very yreal di'Iicuhy provide a sub- 
sidy for regular steam communication with 
San Francisco. If such bo noi done before the 
eloreof the present session of our Legislature 
the labor of that body will be wasted upon 
ireie trifles. We regard sleam communica- 
tion as indispensable to immigration^ and 
immigration indispensable to our prosperity; 
nnd nllh .U»h our two colonial governments 
may not have al command large revenues 
to promote assis.ed immigra ion, even were 
it good policy, yet there cannot be a douDt 
that they are abundantly able to raise enuu»h 
funds to make an appropriation to open up a 
channel thruugh which immigrants may 
come to the country. The aspect of Execu- 
tive tinkering with the Colonial O.iiee about 
a steam subsidy i.s truly alarming. In il we 
can see nothing like certainly. It ia a doubt- 
iul business. No guarantee can bo given 
that a cent of Imperial funds will be spent | Couver 
either lo subsidize a 13riii-h or foreign line 
of steamers to connect Victoria with San 
Francisco, or Victoria with Panama. He- 
pending on the Imperial government without 
making provision at home, makes it alarm- 
i ig lo contemplate the immigration of 1802. 
The arrival of a few, vary few, gold-hunters 
next spring is all that we can expect with- 
out aheap weekly connection with . s an 
Franc's o. 

Without cheap fares, our entire depend- 
ence for an increase of our population will 
be placed upin the accounts spread abroad 
of the certainty of the laic rioli di-cuveries 
in Cariboi. Under such circumstances, 



supplying our w.-ints. [< is .-imply a ques- 
tion of supply and demand. Victoria, Aus- 
tralia, in her new ministerial immigration 
scheme, has sent three Emigration Agents 
lo Great Britain to lecture throughout the 
length and breadth of the land on the ad- 
vantages of :!iat Colony. These missionaries 
go lilled out with every information, and are 
supplied with hundreds of thousands of priza 
essays descriptive of the " promised land" 
to distribute gratuitously everywhere. 
'I hey, however, have all the advantages of a 
large fund lo asM-t emigrants in paying 
their passages. Yet the means adopted to 
bring their country before Europe are of an 
eminently practical character, notwithstand- 
ing Its novelty J and we cannot take a wiser 
course than adopt a somewhat similar plan. 
! Had we un Emigration Agent at San Fran- 
cisco continuously circulating tracts descrip- 
tive of this country, making known the char- 
acter of our climate, Ihe nature of our soil, 
and Ihe facilities for inquiring land, the 
richness of cir mines, and our promising 
commercial future, and nl«o to give every 
insinuation as to ihe best means of coming 
here, and where to s,o, according to the cir- 
cumstances of the applicant, we have not 
a shadow of doubt bill next year's immigra- 
there alone would double our 
whole population. The attention of great 
numbers of British subjects there would be 
directed hither ; anil were lliey persuaded 
that our country offered equal or greater 
advantages than California (as it due*), there 
is but little doubt but that they would elect 
those Colonies as their permanent homes. 

No wiser scheme could be adopted by the 
government of this and the neighboring 
colony than to oiler .C200 each for a prize 
essay on the advantages these colonies offer 
to immigrants. In 1855 Canada did so, with 
the greatest success. Only last year New 
Brunswick, and Victoria, Australia, did Ihe 
same thing. Other provinces have also 
adopted such a means id' obtaining a clear 
and concise Emigrant's Guide to iheir res- 
pective colonies. We are not known abroad. 
And except ivo make ourselves known, it 
will be hard for distant communities to find 
us out through Iheir friends here. Hence 
we repeat, that among the measures desira- 
ble is a call for the best prize essay on Van- 
Island, and another on British 
Columbia; or, by mutual consent, a call for 
an essay embracing I oih colonies. Were 
such done, and means taken lo uistribute 
the essays ihroughout Great Britain, and lliti 
Eastern Provinces, or Australia, it would do 
more in one year 10 turn public attention to 
the desirability of these colonies as per- 
manent homes, than all the legislative 
speeches, or popular wails, that can be gotten 
up here within the next len or twenty years.

House of Assembly. 

Mokdat. July 1, 1861. 
House met at 3 o'clock. Present — Speaker 
Helmcken and Messrs. Foster, Crease, Burn- 
iby, Carjr, McDonald, \» addington, Tolmie, 
Colei. 

Mr. McDonald moved the addresi in reply to 
His Excellency the GoYcrnor'i Speech, which was 
read a second limo. 

A communication from tho Registrar-General's 
office, with copies of notices and direction!, re- 
ceived and tiled. 

Mr. Foster introduced his motion for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of the House to rovise 
tho scale of court fees, with power to take evi- 
dence, nd proceeded to show the necessity which 
existed for a revision. Tho charges here are much 
higher than thoso in England, and relief should 
•be afforded. ■ 

Mr. Cary seconded the resolution. If in Eng- 
land a man sues for a debt of 10s , the charge was 
merely nominal— say ii. or 6d. Here no such 
system was in force, and the court fees are some 
30 or 40 per cent higher than in England. By a 
reduction of the court fees here no injury to the 
revenue would result, and the colony at large 
would,certainly be benefited. 

The resolution was adopted, and Messrs. Foiter, 
'Cary and Create appointed as the committee. 

TUB SUPREME JUDOS AND THE HOUSE. 

House in committee ( Mr. Crease in the chair) on 
the following resolution introduced by Mr. Buru- 

Resolved, That before proceeding to a second 
reading of any Uill now before the House, or to a 
consideration of the Estimates, the House deems 
it imperative to direct the grave attention of His 
Excellency the Governor to a decision author- 
itively given from the Judical Bench by the Cbiof 
Justice of Vancouver Island, with reg d to the 
Road Act, the One Per Cent Tax Act, and tho 
Victoria Bridge Act, viz :—" that such acts were 
null and void, and that if any attempt should be 
made to carry them into operation he should de- 
cline to acknowledge that such Acts had any effi- 
cacy " or words to that eirect ; and further to dire:t 
His Excellency's attention to instructions given as 
the same time by the Chief Justice to one of the 
Bond Commissioners to desist from any further 
action underjthesaid Act— the Chief Justice having 
been previously informed by toe said Commissioner 
that the acts done under the Road Act were done 
under instructions from His Excellency. And it 
it further 

Resolved, That such decision an! instructions 
being regarded by the House as a direct infringe- 
ment on the powers of the Legislature, and calcu- 
lated, if acted upon, seriously to embarrits public 
affairs by preventM'g the collection uf taxes le- 
gally imposed, and by tho stoppage of necessary 
public improvements, and calculated on the other 
hand to diminish tho force of judicial authority if 
withdrawn, this House respectfully prays His Ex- 
cellency to take such steps as in the importance of 
the case may be deemed necessary, and to apprise 
this House as soon as lie may he enabled, that the 
public business may not be impeded 

Mr. Burnaby, in introducing the resolution 
said: — He felt great regret ttiat any occasion hud 
arisen for this motion, and he was sure his feel- 
ings were shared by every member of the House. 
The Chief Justice is a subordinate officer and he 
is a councilor. He legislated on the very hills 
which lie now seeks to render nugatory, and the 
position he has taken is un absurd one. An Eng- 
lish judge is not to give any opinion as to tho le- 
gality of a law. It is sufficient lor him if tne law 



provided for the stoppage of business until the 
question was settled, be stricken out. 

Mr. Foster was perfectly convinced that the 
Chief Justice never mads any such decision as has 
been imputed to him, it was a mere question of 
hearsay. I heard n report of tho decision having 
been made, and waited upon the Chief Justice, 
and was assured by him that he never made any 
■uch decision as thatascribed to him. But never- 
theleis, I consider the motion of the member from 
Esquiuialt a very proper one, inasmuch as it will 
tend to set tho matter at rest much sooner than by 
any other means. > 

Mr. Waddington— The question now before this 
House is its own existence, [Hear, hear". It is a 
strugglo between the House and the . udiciary, 
and it is his Lordship who has made tho threat. 
The decision has been pub.ished and talked over, 
and citizens everywhere declare that they will 
pay no taxes. Under such circumstances, how 
arc wo to do anything f how is the Government 
to be carried on ? The honorable member asks, 
why don't you impeach him ? We don't wish to 
do so. We choose to act more leniently. On tho 
15th of last January the House distinctly stated 
what its rights and privileges were, and those 
rights and privileges must be maintained. 

Mr. Cary— The resolution is proper and points 
out in a most emphatic manner the utter absurdity 
of going on with business under present circum- 
stances. Are wo the free representatives of the 
people, or are wo mi re schoolboys to be told that 
we shall not go on one side of the lino or the 
other ? I, for one, shall not sit in this House to bo 
laug.ied at and regarded as a child. 

Mr. McDonald seconded Mr. Helmcken s 
amendment, and thought the intention of the 
Chief Justice was to assure the people that their 
property could not be seized for taxes. In the 
Council three members subscribed to tha Bridge 
Bill, and the chief Justice left his seat and re- 
fused to vote on it. When the same bill came up 
in the House, several members had a direct inte- 
rest in bridge removal, and voted it through. Tho 
Chief Justice had good reasons for expressing his 
opinion on that bill, at any rate. ' 

Mr. Tolmie— Had not the members who voted 
against that bill direct interests te servo in 
doing so f .- .' • 

Mr. McDonald was not awnro they had. 
Mr. Coles— We are not moving upon a mere 
assertion. The remarks were published in a pub- 
lic newspaper, and if they were incorrect, tho 
Chief Justice had ample time.to refute them long 
ago. 

Mr. Tolmie believed the matter would be mo3t 
readily settled by tho pussuge of the resolution. 

Mr, Burnaby had been told by a Itoad Com- 
missioner that he did not know what steps to take, 
having been told by the Governor to carry the 
Koad Act into effect and by the Chief Justice not 
to do so. . 

Mr. Oordon hoped to see the resolution amend- 
ed so as to read •• no bill to go to a third reading" 
in place of " Bccond reading," in order that the 
business of the House might go on and no time 
be wasted. 
Mr. Ilclmcken's amendment was lost. 
Mr. Gary moved an amendment that to substi- 
tute third reading for second reading. Adopted. 

Mr. Helmcken proposed as an amendment that 
instead of " authoritively given," the resolution 
should read, "reported to have been given.' 

Mr Burnaby said tlic report had gamed cur- 
rency through the ordinary channel of Information 
—a newspaper, and that channel was usually a 
very correct one. 

Mr. Helmcken hoped that the honorable mem- 
ber would be able to say the same about that chan- 
nel iix months hence. 

Mr. Coles opposed any alteration in tho resolu- 
tion. If the Chief Justice allowed newspapers to 
misrepresent him, whin he hud ample opportunity 
to correct the statements, he ought to be put to 
Borne trouble. 

Mr. helmcken's amendment was put and loit 
and the original resolution adopted. 

The committee rose and reported the resolution, 
and the House adjourned li.l Tuenday (to-day) at 
3 o'clock.

exists. Our Chief Justice may have drawn his 
idea that he had a right to express an opinion on 
the legality of the law from the power conferred 
on United States' Judges, where a Judge may re- 
fuse to carry into force any law which he believes 
contrary to 'the spirit of the written constitution of 
the United States ; but he wnn.s a law brought be- 
I'oie Dim and argued before lie gives his decision, 
and does not venture an opinion until such occa- 
sion offers. The etfect of the .Chief Justice's de- 
cision upjn the working of the laws passed by 
the last session, is highly prejudicial. I have been 
assured on all sides by very influential men ill 
this colonv that they should refuse to pay taxes 
if levied, basing the refusal on the decision. But 
it is not on this ground that I have introduced this 
resolution. It is on account of the great consti- 
tutional question involved in the matter, that has 
led me to this step. If this House and the Gov- 
ernor comniucd— conspired, I might say— to pass 
any law affecting the rignts of the people, ft would 
remain a law until repealed by roynl mandate 
(hear, hear.) The position 
has taken tends to set aside 
by us and embarrass our . 

hre Bent here to m ike laws, let us make them, 
and let those laws be observed by the high- 
est functionary us well as by the humblest citizen, 
[hear. J Our citizens have always been willing 
heretofore to obey the laws ; but an excuse is now 
given them to break ,thcm. We have been told 
that the practice of selling, property fur taxes is il- 
legal ; yet the Canadian statutes allow it. We have 
been told bv His Lordship that every British sub- 
ject brings the laws of the mother country with 
him « hen he comes here; yet it seems strange 
that under such circumstances we have a gentle- 
man sitting on the Supreme bench who is no 

1 nwer never was educated for the law — when 

the English law distinctly says, none but a banis- 
ter shall rill that position. I hope, Mr. Speaker, 
to hear the opinions of the honorable members ou 

this important subject freely expressed, in order 
that the position we really stand in may be per- 
fectly understood. 

Mr. Coles had plensure in seconding the reso- 
lution. In the capacity of a Komi Commissioner 
he had already experienced great difficulty ;— four- 
titths of the people having declined to pay their 
road tax or furnish labor, ou account of the deci- 
sion on the Road Act. At the time the last Ksti- 
mates were before the House, I agreed to allow 
the Chief Justice £800 per annum, provided none 
but a barrister should hold the position; but I 
could gel no hearing. 1 then foresaw all this dif- 
ficult*, The Chief Justice must be a very patri- 
otic man, as he proposes to servo the country next 
year without a salary — lor what conscientious man, 
if be believes that we ato collecting taxes illegally, 
would consent to take a portion o| them— it would 
lie like sharing in stolen property. 

Mr. Poster did not regret this decision, as it 
would icrvo to clear the way and confirm the 
House In its rights and privileges. The opinion 
ascribed to the Chief Justice, that every British 
subject brought the laws of England with him to 
the Colonics, he believed erroneous ; for laws that 
were well adapted to one country might not an- 
swer In another. The Chief Justice hud doubt- 
less taken his position from orders sent Irom the 

Home Government to the Governor, rather than 

from the decisions of of a United BtOlSS judge. 
He was glad thr question had been introduced, tor 
its discussion could not help hut settle tho ques- 
tion speedily and no unnecessary delays could 
now take place. 

Mr. Hulmckeii had been surprised at the course 
tsken by tho honorable members. Every one 
■ reined to take BUM assertion SS fact. Hi could 
say that somebody else had told him that the 
judge DeVSt nsdS any lUOh remark ; but wliac hi 
had rcslly said was entirely different. The reso- 
lution sets foith that such and such a thing iciij 
paid; and w« all suy, The man's condemned, let's 
pass Judgment." The resolution i unuyi a lineal
